republican Russell and Churchill are to con-
trol appointments on the Omaha police com-
mission during his first year of office, al-

Fourth, The wnew commission bill re-

quires the fire and pollce chiefs to be elec-
tors, although, as was the case recently, It
may be Imperatively necessary for the greatsr
efficiency of this force to appoint experts
from other states, just as has always been
done In the selectlon of our school super-
Intendents. It may as well be under-
stood by our business men and Insurance
managers that this provision of the bill en-
acted Into law will compel the retirement of
Chief Redell, who has already glven ample
proof of the wisdom of the present ¢ommis-
glon in sending abroad for a new chief. It
is the copsensus of opinfon that the same
poliey will have to be pursued in the selec-
tion of a chlef of police to avold a cholee
from among the contending factions in the
prosent  foree,

The new commission bill should either be

A MEMORIAL T0O TENNYSON.

It Is proposed to ervet o memorinl to
Tennyson, in the Isle of Wight, to be
pald for by subscriptions from the al-
mirers of the poet In England  and
Ameriea, The memorial is to be o lofty
granite monolith in the form of an Tona
cross and the site of it i the top of a
bold ¢lilf, 700 feet above the sea, where
it will be In foll view from the deck
of every vessel that passes up and down
the English channel and visible from all
points for many miles inland. The Brit-
ish government hns consentidd to neenpt
the monolith and to preserve it forever
as n beacon, The Ameriean committee
to secures subseriptions needs (o ralse
only a small amount to complete its
share of the fund. In appealing to the
American admirers of Tennyson, and
they are legion, it is pointed out that
Englishmen have placed in Westininster
ahbey  memorvinls to Longlellow  and
Lowell and in St Margaret’s a4 moem-
orial to Phillips Brooks, It is therefore
unrged that Americans ought to shore
with the Knglish in the proposed anigne
tribute to the memory of one of the
grentest of English poets,  Lverybody
who has read with intelligence and
pleasure and profit the works of Ten-
nyson will unhesitatingly conenr in this
suggestion, and If one in every thou-
sund of the Ameriean readers and ad-
mirers of the great poet would contrib-
nte something, however small, to the
memorial fund, there would be raised
an amount sufficient to erect a4 wmneh
more ambitious memorial than Is pro-
posed.  Amerieans should feel it to be
at onee a duty amnd a pride to share in
this undertaking—a duty because of the
honor to the memory of two distin-
mulshed Ameriean poets by the English
and o pride In attesting the esteem In
which the work of the foremost Eng-
lish poet of his time Is held by the in-
telligent people of this Innd. How much
the poetry of Tennyson has contributed
to the uplifting of the jntellectual life
of the Awerican people I8 impossible of
computation, for the poet was not less
revered here than in hils own land, and
countless hearts and lives have found
sweet solace and hoble inspiration in his
immortal lines, The memorinl offers
the opportunity for Americans to at-
test in 0 measure their appreciation of
Tennyson, and there ought to be no dif-
ficulty or delay In seeuring our share
of the cost of the proposed tribute.

SENDING FOREIGN MINISTERS HOME

The demand of our government for
the reeall of Minister Thurston  has
called attention to the precedents for
this action, of which there are several.
The first one occurred during the ad-
ministration of Washington. The min-
Ister of PPrance, Cltlzen Genet, had
mnde himself very obunoxious to our
government and his reeall was asked,
He was finally deposed in disgrace, but
did not leave the country, having mar-
ried a daughter of Governor Clinton of
New York. The next ease wis during
the administration of Jefferson, wlien
the recall of the Spanish minister, Car-
los de Yruga, wos demanded. He was
deposed and  another minlster  ap-
pointed, but, having an Amerlean wife,
he refused to leave the country. His
conduct continuing olfensive, congress
empowered the president to send out of
the country anny minister who refused
to leave after his rvecall, and, on the
Spanish  government making a  per-
emptory demand for Yruga's return to
Spain, he took his departure, Minlster
Juckson of Englund was recalled at the
request of our government during the
administration of Madison, M. Poussin,
the French minister, duaring the admin-
Isteantion of Taylor, and Crampton, the
British minister, was sent out of the
conntry during the administration of

: Plerce for the very flagrant offense of

recrulting for the British arimy in the
I"nited States during the Crimeonn wav,
A ease that ereated considerable sonsi-
tion was that of Cateazy, the Russian
minister, recalled during the adminis-
tration of Grant, It has been said that
the offense of Catacazy was shilar 1o
that of Thuarston, but the real reason
for asking the recall of the Russion
minister was o socinl one, Mra, Vish,
the wife of the secretary of state, hay-
g refused o recelve the wlnister's
wife, & Washington woman, who did
not bear an unblemished reputation be-
fore marriage.

A LEGISLATIVE WHAKNESS.

The temdency of American leglslative
bodies to throw more and more upon
the courts the duty of protecting the
citizen in the rvights guaranteed to him
by the constitution s occasioning pre-
mark  in many  quarters.  Wherever
there 18 o system of government under
n written constitution it Is of necessity
the courts which must in the end de-
termine whether or not the fundanien-
tal mandate or prohibition has been
violnted, bt this fact does not excuse
the legislative body from failing to re-

spect  the varions constitutional  pro-
vislons,  So common have become the
Judicial  deeisions  declaring  laws  of
the  United  States or of  the in-
dividual stites to Dbe  unconstl-
tutional that they no longer create
even o momentary  surprise. . When
bills  are pending in one house or
another and the point s urged that

ihey contemplide something fochidden
by the fundamental bow, the psaanl rve-
tort Is that that s a matter for the
courts 1o judge of, with the accompany-
o inference that no haree will bhe done
if the attempt is made and proyves an-
sueeessful, 1 '

But it is a mistake to hmagine that
bills passed h_ir a legislature and later
declared to be areonstitutionnl can ip
the meanwhile do no harm. In the first
plice we liave 'no assurance how soon
the guestion will he brought hefers Lthe
courts, or whether it will ¢ver be
brought before them, and in the juter-
val the lc;:iﬂlnﬂou has the force of law.
There are many petty Injustices perpae-
trated under legal forms for which rem-
edies might be had, but whicn injure
no one suflficiently to spur him on to n-
angurate o legal contest  against At
Aside from that every man Is entitded
to freedom from needless Intrusions
upon his constitutionally guaraniecd
vights. He Is compelled to endure n
hardship every thne he has to resist the
enforcement of unconstitutionnl legls-
Intion, and the nullifieation of the ob-
noxious lnw by deceree of the court is, in
nine eases out of ten, only a scant and
tardy  indemmnification of  the injuries
suffered. It Is always impossible to en-
tirely undo whne has been done in the
brief period that such leglslation has
been recognized as properly belonging
on the statute book,

There are plenty of doubtful points
of constitutionnl law arvising every day
to nfford the courts ample material to
work out an Ilnterpretation of the con-
stitution without the legislature enact-
fng mensures conceded to be In con-
fliet with 1ts anthority. Hooongh bills of
dubious  constitutionality  will  slip
through in any event, Wlhere a pro-
posed mensure clearly exceeds the con-
stitutional authority of the legislative
body or plainly trenches upon the do-
main of private rights, no good reason
enn be advanced for giving it any con-
sideration at all. To send it nlong with
the stamp of legislative approval upon
the theory of letting it take Its chanees
with the courts Is an abuse of legisln-
tive power for which there is neither
WArrant nor excisde.

The charter bill pretends to reduce the
police department expenses by making
the maximum pay of patrolmen 756 per
month Instead of $85, as at present. In
reality, however, it Incredses  police
salaries, because the patrolmen reccelve
only §70 per month now and never re
eelved more.  Should this eliuse pass in
the form in which it Is now pending
each policeman would be given an ln-
crense of salury of 85 per month or $60
per year, which for” the whole force
wonld amount to over 4000 o year,
Not ouly this, but the commission would
be prevented from putting into force
any kind of cnssification with griuded
pay. There are nore appllctuts for posi-
tions on the police force now thau can
be accommaodated, 1f the pay is in-
creased by order of the legislature the
force will have to be redueed.
